It is well known that during the 
winter months the water in the Bow | 
river is full of small particles of ive. 
Now the water and siush ice fs pumn- 
ed into the mains and into the small 
pipes leading from the mains to the 
houses. That water in such a state 
only requires very little frost to make 
it into solid ice. I wish to suggest 
what may be a remedy for those two 
very serious objections (foul water 
and frozen mains). It is well knowa 
thet wells in the city that are lug 
down into gravel have a good flow 
of water, A well two foot square ciun- 
not be pumped dry with a hand pump. 
I suppose if a new system is put in 
the pumping station will be erected in 
the park at the west end of section +6. 
I don’t think the water is more chan 
six or eight feet from the surfacs so 
the pumps would have no difficulty in 
lifting the water that distance. It is 
well known that in the = winter 
the temperature of well water is six 
or seven degrees above freezing. Now 
water going into the mains seven 
degrees warmer and without any siusa 
ice will not be liable to freeze, For a 
small sum a well could be put down, 
and have it tested with a steam pump, 
so it could be figured out the siza of 
a well it would take to supply the 
city with water for domestic use, 
Then, if necessary, a pipe could be 
run from the well to the Bow river 
to get a larger supply in case of fire. 
If my ideas are found to be practic- 
able and the city purchase the present 
system the pumping station could be 
moved without much loss and the 
present building used for some cther 
purpose. I write this hoping that 
some citizen may be able to sugyat 
samethipg better as it is of vital im- 
portanre that the people should be 
supplied witn pure water.

TUBERCULOSIS IN CATTLE. 


At the meeting of the Canadiin 
Medical association at Toronto last 
week, Dr. J. George Adamis, profes- 
so; of pathology in McGill university, 
Montreal, and patholgist to the Do- 
minion agricutural department, read 
an interesting paper on the signi‘- 
cance of bovine tuberculosis and {ts 
eradication and prevention in Canada. 
Dealing with the extent of tuberculo- 
sis in Canadian cattle, he said that ro 
far as he could see, there was no laric 
tract of country in the north tempor- 
ate zone in which cattle are so free 
from tuberculosis as were Canadian 
cattle, During 1898, of 10,000 tested, 
only five per cent reacted, and = that 
jargely among herds where tuberci- 
losis was suspected.
